« stringent than salt and should be 
used sparingly. 
Sugar 
and 
m o­ 
lasses soften the muscle fibers and 
improve the flavor 
of 
the meat; 
hence a combination of salt anil 
sugar make a good cure. 
Formula— Dry-aired park. 
S pounds salt. 
2 Vt pounds molasses 
or sirup 
made from sugar and applied hot. 
2 ounces of saltpeter 
3 ounces black pepper. 
2 ounces red pepper 
Mix the ingredient* well. 
Rub 
the mixture over the 
meat thor­ 
oughly and pack in a barrel or box 
On the third day it is well to re­ 
pack in order to insure thorough 
contact with the curing mixture, 
then allow meat to remain until the 
cure is completed; that will take 
two days for each pound of meat; 
for example: a ten pouml 
ham 
will take twenty days. 
After the 
meat has cured remove from barrel 
and hang in smoke house without 
washing. 
Making Sau-agc 
Trimmings and pieces of scrap 
meat should l« e made into some 
form of aausage. 
Often when ani­ 
mals are butchered portions of the 
carcass tire not used to the best 
advantage. 
A demand for fresh 
country sausag e always exists and 
it is just as important to know 
how to make good sausag e at n is 
good hams and bacon. 
The only equipment 
necessary 
for making sausage is a meat cut­ 
ter ail if possible a stuffer attach­ 
ment. 
A knife, 
cord string, and 
mas 1 in hags will 
also be needed. 
Muslin bags can be made of any 
size, but the most convenient are 
15 inches long, anil 2 inches wide 
When sausage is ttiffed in muslin 
b a t h e y should be paraffined af­ 
ter stuffing. 
Sausage put up in 
this manner will keep longer and 
better 
than in casings. 
Sausage 
should be put in stone crocks or 
pans and covered with hot laid 
and paraffin poured over this.

Home Demonstration Agent 
in recent years hom j canning of 
fruits and veg etables has become 
very common and the next step 
should 
he the home canning of 
meats. 
It is very difficult to keep fresh 
meat on the farm without a- 
re­ 
frigerator or ice supply. 
As such 
conveniences are often lacking in 
the farm home ¿ he importance of 
canning becomes 
evident, 
espe­ 
cially as the curing of meat is very 
difficult in 
certftin 
regions anti 
especially in the South. 
The fai­ 
nter who has no ice frequently loses 
meat when the weather suddenly 
turns warm at 
butchering time 
Often 
too. he uses 
more fresh 
meat than he needs in order 
to 
c o n s u m e it before it sp« *ils. 
It is 
p o s s i b l e not only 
to avoid such 
waste by canning but also to use 
1 all meat scraps, soup 
bones, in 
i fact every part of the animal use­ 
ful for food. 
With a supply of canned meats 
the housewife 
can 
prepare and 
serve a palatable meal on short 
notice, with a saving of time and 
fuel. 
It also makes possible 
a 
more varied diet, lessening the de­ 
pendence upon cured 
and salted 
and smoked ■ meats. 
Curing Pork 
The first essential in curing pork 
is to make sure that the carcass is 
thoroug hly 
cooled. 
The 
proper 
time to l>egin curing is when the 
meat is cool and 
still 
fresh, or 
about thirty hours after killing. 
Curing agents: 
Salt, sugar, saltpeter 
and m o­ 
lasses are th« 
principal preserva­ 
tives used in cannig pork. 
Salt when applied alone to the 
meat makes it very hard and dry 
b e c au s e its action draws out the 
meat juices and hardens the fitters 
Saltpeter is used to hasten the 
curlpg of the meat.
